The recommendations approv­ 

ed by Wayne Alles, supervisor 
of the utilization section, are: 

"That the California State

"a. Extension of Gardena Mu­ 
nicipal Bus' routes to provide 
no-transfer service between the 
Western Avenue Motor Coach 
line and the Torrance business 
district, 

"b. Extension of Pacific Elec- . 
trie Railway Motor Coach sy­ 
stem routes to provide no-trans- 
fe;- service between Redondo 
Beach and the Torrance busi­ 
ness district. : - 

"c. Extension of Torrance Mu­ 
nicipal Bus routes to provide no- 
transfer service between the 
Western Avenue Motor Coach 
line and the Torrance business " 
district, and the Hawthorne 
terminus of the Los Angeles 
Transit lines from the Torraace 
business district ' ' 

The recommendations were 
made after a survey of trans­ 
portation facilities here which 
was' requested some months ago 
by the Torrance Chamber of 
Commerce. i 

The survey was made on Oct. 
13, 1944, and the recommenda­ 
tions made this month. 

The WMC consultant, A. L. 
MacNair, Sr., made reference to 
jrevlous reports which stated 
hat "action should be taken by

the War Production Board, Of­ 
fice of Defense Transportation, 
and other interested National
War Agencies to secure ade­ 
quate public transportation be- ' 
tween the Torrance local area 
and other Metropolitan Los An­ 
geles Communities." 

"Since the date of this recom­ 
mendation, the additional buses 
operated by the Torrahce Mu­ 
nicipal Bus line have been used | 
o increase local Torrance serv- ! f 
ce only. The existing schedules " 
ri the Torrance-Los Angeles 
ne have been re-routed to pass 
hrough Gardena business dis- 
rlct. 
"Torrance war plant employ­ 

ment still exceeds 10,000 work- 
rs. Records of employment in 
he 37 Torrance area war plants 
isclose that in excess of 10,000 

workers are presently employed, 
and it is indicated that a sub- . 
tantlal proportion of this num­ 

ber will continue in this employ­ 
ment throughout the year 1945.
